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2 HOGS UNCOVER 
HUMAN BONES 
IN FAIRFIELD 


A pair of hogs rooting in the 


ground Sunday evening uncovered 
the bones of a human being in Fair- 
field and started the residents of the 
southwestern Adams county com- 
munity toward solving the mystery. 
A solution seemed near this after- 
noon. 


The bones, lying in a shallow grave 


were found on the property of Mr. 
and Mrs. Lee McGlaughlin, who re- 
side on Water street, about 150 yards 
south of Main street. 


Mr. McGlaughlin 
noticed 
the 


bones after they had been dug out 
of the ground by the hogs that had 
been confined in a large lot on the 
property. 
With the aid of a hoe 


and several other Fairfield residents, 
Mr. McGlaughlin took about 16 bones 
from the grave. They appeared to 
be those of a large man. 


Lists Bones 


.. Dr. Ira M. Henderson, of Fair- 
field, who identified the bones to a 
large crowd of onlookers at the 
grave, listed them as follows: Three 
vertrabra; one thigh-bone, parts of 
the skull, the jaw-bone containing 
five teeth, one collar-bone, two low- 
er leg bones, two shoulder blades 
and some smaller bones. 


At first it was believed that the 


bones were those of a soldier who 
had participated in the Civil war 
battle in the county- This belief 
was upheld by the fact that there 
is no cemetery near the place where 
the bones were found and also that 
after the battle of Gettysburg both 
Generals Lee and Meade traveled 
through Fairfield. 
It was thought 


the bones may have been those of a 
soldier who died during the march. 


However, this afternoon a more 


logical explanation took shape in the 
Fairfield community as it was recall- 
ed that the late Dr. N. C. Trout, who 
practiced medicine In the borough, 
had in his possession a human 
skeleton that .was given to him by 
his father, also a physician. 


No Clothing Found 


Residents in the community were 


inclined to believe that Doctor Trout, 
who died in 1920, had buried his 
skeleton. Doctor Trout's office was 
located on the property adjacent to 
the McGlaughlin land where the 
bones were found. 


Mrs. Trout, w i f e of the late 


physician, still resides on the same 
property. She does not recall what 
became of the skeleton, however 
Charles Shindledecker, also a resi- 
dent of Fairfield, was employed by 
Doctor Trout and live'd on the Mc- 
Glaughlin property at one time. He 
likewise, does not remember how the 
doctor disposed of the skeleton. 


No bits of clothing, buttons or 


identifying articles have been found 
in the grave, which lies between anc 
partly under the roots of two half- 
grown locust trees. 


Some persons at the scene also 


suggested that the bones might be 
those of an Indian.
